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A SUDDEN SUMMONS. 


The Joys and FleMOre of * W0d<Unc 


Are Turned to Borrow by That liver 


Unwelcome Vintor, Death. 


One of the saddest deaths it has 


been the duty of the writer to chron- 
icle in many a day, is that of Mrs. 
Nicholas Jacobs, which occurred at 8 
o'clock last evening, and was as sud- 
den as it was sad. 
Mrs. Jacobs bad 


not been in good health for the past 
two or three months, becoming worn 
out by the constant attention given 
her husband during his long illness, 
together with other duties, and some 
three weeks ago was forced to take to 
her bed. 
At that time the attend- 


ing physicians pronounced her case a 
most serious one, being a complication 
of lung and heart difficulties, as well 
as a general breaking down physically. 
To those near and dear it was notic- 
able that there was a gradual failing 
for two or three weeks, but 
Mrs. 


Jacobs insisted that the marriage of 
her daughter, Miss Katharine, to F. 
A. Krembs, should take place at the 
date previously set, and at no time 
would consent to any change or post- 
ponement. 
Tuesday forenoon Mrs. 


N. Kalaschinske was attending the 
patient, and about ten o'clock assist- 
ed Mrs. Jacobs from the bed, placed 
her in a chair and rolled it in the 
adjoining room while she prepared her 
bed. 
As she finished, the young 


couple returned from the church, and 
the mother said she would remain in 
the chair until she could extend con- 
gratulations and pronounce her bless- 
ing. This she did. 
Soon afterwards 


she was taken worse, and in the after- 
noon her condition was so serious that 
the evening wedding reception and all 
festivities were cancelled. 
She sank 


constantly thereafter, remaining con- 
scious to the last, and- less than a 
minute before the spirit had taken 
its flight exclaimed, "I can stand 
it no longer." The end was peaceful, 
and was due to heart failure. 


Katharine Gross was born at Kal- 


hausen, Alsace-Lorraine, Germany, 
Feb. 8th, 1847, and was therefore in 
the 50th year of her age. 
She came 


to this country with her parents, the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas Gross, in 
January, 1866, and they located at 
once at .Poland Corners, 
town of 


Sharon. 
On the 23d of Juae, 1868, 


she was married to Nicholas Jacobs, 
and they came to this city to live, 
engaging in the hotel business where 
this office now stands, continuing 
until 1873, when they removed to 
Clark street and opened up the pres- 
ent Jacobs House, but which has been 
enlarged from time to time. 
Mrs. 


Jacobs was an untiring worker, a flrst- 
class business woman, and to her is 
due very much for the success and 
popularity the hotel has always -en- 
joyed. 
She was a noble woman in 


every sense of the word, one whose 
hand was ever outstretched to help 
the sick and needy, and thousands of 
charitable acts will stand credited to 
her upon the books in the great world 
beyond. It has truly been said that 
no deserving person ever went to her 
for assistance and came away empty 
handed. 
Mrs. Jacobs was also a 


progressive woman, in both public 
and church matters, and at the time 
of her death was treasurer of the 
Ladies Aid Society and the cemetery 
committee connected with St. Steph- 
en's Catholic church, and of which 
denomination she was a faithful 
and devout member. 
She was the 


mother of seven children, six of whom 
are living. They are: P. J., N. C. 
and P. C. Jacobs, Mrs. F. A. Krembs, 
and Misses Tena and Gertrude, the 
youngest being fourteen years of age. 
She also leaves five brothers and three 
sisters : Richard Gross of Stockton ; 
Victor, Nicholas and Alois of this 
city and Henry, of Wausau ; Mrs. 
John Khcil and Mrs. John Martini, 
of this city, and Sister Tryphona, 
(Mary Gross,) of Notre Dame Convent, 
Milwaukee. 
All were present except 


the latter. To the afflicted husband, 
children, brothers and sisters, the 
sympathy of the community goes out.

St. Stephen's church at 9 o'clock on 
Thursday morning, with Solemn Rc- 
quirem Mass.

met, of the Green Bay Diocese. 


Rt. Rev. S. G. Messmer, Bishop of 


the diocese of Green Bay, arrived in 
the city on Saturday evening,, last, 
and was met at the depot by Rev. W. 
J. Rice and the trustees of St. Steph- 
en's church and escorted to the parish 
residence. The next morning, at 10 
o'clock, the bishop confirmed a class 
of 112 persons, most of them girls and 
boys, but some of them had grown to 
more mature years. 
After confirma- 


tion ceremonies, the bishop spoke at 
length to those who had received the 
sacrament, and in the evening be also 
delivered an able sermon to a large 
congregation. 
Rev. Father Rice was

For more thau a century and a half 


Boston has not been without a Trernoiit 
ieiuplc for ouy k-ugth of time. The tkst 
one wits built on the site occupied by 
the present structure, and when that 
was destroyed by fire iu 1879 another 
one was erected to replace it. This in 
turn was burned two years ago, but the 
ashes of the building made famous by 
so many notable revivals were hardly 
cold before plans had been begun for 
the construction of the present temple, 
which is much handsomer and more im- 
posing than any of. its predecessors. 


The striking and attractive facade of 


the new temple rises from Treinont 
street, almost directly opposite the Park 
street entrance to the common, which 
is one of the busiest spots in the heart 
of Boston. Past its wide swinging doors 
the restless feet of many thousands 
tramp from sunrise to midnight. It is 
among the people and for the people, 
and the very name is dear to Boston 
folk. 


Looking at the sis story sweep of the 


frout, with its severely simple but some- 
what unusual style, there is nothing to 
indicate or suggest the ornate beauty of 
tho interior. The architecture is of the 
Florentine renaissance style, and the 
materials used are light brick and sand- 
stone. The front elevatiou is modeled 
on the lines of the doges palace in Ven- 
ice. 
There are three big entrances to 


the temple, opening directly from the 
sidewalk. Those on the side lead np a 
flight of stairs to the lobby of the main 
auditorium, aud the center one is also 
connected with the lobby by two flights 
of stairs, but leads also to the smaller 
hall, which is located under the main 
one. 


The big auditorium, which will com- 


fortably seat 3,000 people, is beautiful 
indeed. The floor dimensions are 72 by 
135 feet, and there is a space of 56 feet

from the floor to the paneled dome. A 
balcony and a gallery surround three 
sides of the hall, and on the other side 
is a mammoth platform adorned by a

Steel Hardening. 


Another steol hardening process Is an- 


nounced IIH Imving boon Introduced at tho 
famous French stool and iron works of 
Crouzot, a process based upon tho fact, 
well known, thut gas, under great heat, 
deposits carbon In solid form, upon thia 
depending ita light effects, nnd also tho 
formation of tho so culled retort graphites, 
a thick covering of pure carbon on the 
walls of gaslight retorts, tho gas that 
strikes the walls depositing part of its car- 
bon upon thorn.

If by moans of flsh cul- 


ttini Bumo c'jiiijirolic.iiKlori has Ijociu galuud 
of roaring trout, what wo know uhout tlm 
Kfilniotililui IK not to bu applied to tliu nu- 
trition i>t all other flsli. The orror UH to 
tlm fiicding of oystors, or what |g cnllnd 
tho fattening of tlinin, by soutterliiK meal 
In tnc linrrols whoro tho molluKks buvu j 
bcun kept is tho most absurd of pructlcos. 
It IB (jiHistloimljlo wliuthor tliuro Is any fat 
at all in an oyster and whether lie can un- 
dor any cirouniHUinoitH inurunso hlM stuck 
of condensed hydrocarbons. Ho feeds, of 
cotirso, uiulof curtain circumstances ami 
voraciously, and incruasoii lu size antl 
uiuat and bouomoa corpulent, but ho does 
not fatten, as would a pig. 


Tlio {Spectator, wlmso articles on natural 


history aro JI.H intulJigont as they arc prno 
tlcul, shows wliat it designates its tho ''in- 
visible food of fi-ili." If wo gut an Inkling 
(is to tho river in which flsh feed, tho prob- 
lem of tlm froo ranging KCU fifth In not so 
readily di'terminabln. In tho rivorg run- 
ning through compiiratlvuly narrow banks 
thoro inusti bo ulwitys » curtain amount of 
plant life. Thosoaro tho pastures, in which 
grow thii Innumurabli) small crustaceans, 
or mlmito forms, on which tho river flsh 
can feed. 
Hut at si'a this is Ijy no incutus 


tho c;is«. If on tho coasts thoro is a marine 
vegetation, at a certain distance from tbe 
falioro thoro is no such grotvtli. 


Draw a bucket of waior from tlio Atlan- 


tic ocuan, and there aru to your eyes no 
floating organisms in it, and yet thoro 
may ho limuinorublo flsh in good condition 
found in thu samo open wntor. Tho antul- 
ronious flsh do not apparently movo far 
away from tlm mouths of the rivers at 
whoso sources they were born, but in the 
ocean there are countless flsh, pylagioones 
that move where they li.st and keep tn 
good condition. If there is nothing visible 
in tho water of the nocan, it cannot, how- 
ever, bo''a fooiUoss waste." 
Wo cannot 


uiulorstnnd what Is growth in bird, four 
footed animal or in a ll«h without being 
positive that inorcubo in si'/o comes from 
absorption of food. Something tlJat takes 
on additional weight and slxo ncyer came 
from nothing. 


When curtain sea fish lire caught near 


tho shore, as is tho cod, or tlio bluoflsh, or 
the striped bass, these being carnivorous, 
Wo know on what they they had been food- 


Ing. 
Thoro would bo very many more lob- 


sters if thure worn not so m;my cod, nnd, us 
to menhaden, innumerable would be their 
Bhoals if it were not for tho hungry bluo'lsh. 


How explain for Urn smaller u'sli, such 


ns tho herring, and finding it at certain 
seasons in its prlmest and fattest condi- 
tion? If we can understand tho movements 
of a Khoal of herring, moving along in a 
solid phalanx and sometimes at a high 
rato oC speed, we could tmt-lorstand why 
there is no opportunity for them to stop 
and foixl. 


Tho explanation why certain flsh keep 


at curtain periods of the year in good con- 
dition Is heoiiuso suit water, transparent 
as it may seem to us to be, abounds with 
food. These creatures, microscopic though 
they may be, nature supplies in limitless 
quantity for tho support of tho flsh. 
We 


know that in purls o£ tho ocean frequent- 
ed by tlio whales the only food of certain 
of these huge cetaceans Is what is known 
as "brit," and those are small aquatic 
creatures which are found in incalculable 
quantities. Tlio whnln, then, may lie said 
to live at times on "a swi of soup" and 
has only to open Its mouth, strain out the 
water and swallow its food. 


Thoro are in n timum Mo other ni icrosuopio 


creature's In tho water of the sea which 
support tho flsh. They aro liku tho motes 
in the air. Those minute croaturoH aro 
endowed with a marvelous 
fecundity. 


There Is one known to scientists as tho 
eyolops, which in tho year produces as 
ninny as 4a,()00 young. It may bu re- 
marked hern that nature is always on tho 
watch to prevent extermination, so that 
when any one of its creatures is likely to 
bo Imperiled it endows it with a marvelous 
focuiulity. 
But then, again, what feeds 


these small forms ami perpetuates them? 
Nature hero ngitin shows her fjnwt oro- 
unmlu proeuss. 
All those microscopic 


forms exist in tho refuse carried into tho 
sea and thrown on it. 
If they a«.simllatn 


this waste and thrive on it, they again 
give new lit'o to the fish which devour 
thorn, and thus tho cycle of existence is 
over going round ami round. 


Tho Germans, in their flsh cultural 


studies, have put In prominence- what they 
designate as tho intensive process. 
Tlio 


mimo itself Is rnthor farfetched, nnd not 
roiulily undurstandable. Tho idi-ii is rather 
one meaning tho condensation of tlm work 
of llsh oulture, or that within certain lim- 
its, represented by a pond, them ought t» 
bo found nil tho fond young flsh ml^ht 
want. 
The advocates of this 
system 


strongly urge tlio cultivation of plant lifo 
in ponds ami the growth of crustaceans 
which thrive on this vegetable life. 
In a 


recent lecture on llsh uulturu, n'^i'ii in 
London by Mr. Armistoml, the noce.sMty 
was urged <if making.separate ponK, grow- 
ing weeds anil plants thorn, in which tho 
millions of entomo.stracii might inrmase 
and servo, as fond for the yomiK trout. 
Formerly it w..s believed in (Jcrnmny that 
carp \\oro exclusively vi'^nturinii, ami ac- 
cordingly carp ponds wxre dralnul and 
planted with rye as carp fond. 
It was 


thought that the carp uto tlm gr.iln. This 
might bo truo in a small inr.isuro, but tho 
carp took to the grain not for tlm vegeta- 
ble substance in it, but be(iaus>< it was a 
liarbomge of 'niuimenil'lo si'i-ill 
c ru.sta-

DISRAELI ON DARWIN. 


Bronte Wire. 


In Germany for many yours past brunzo 


wire bus boon In use for telephone lines 
on account of its conductivity being supe- 
rior to that of iron or steel wires. Besides 
bronze wires covered with a ooppor, u 
number of German makers have also 
brought out numerous double motal wires, 
under the name of compound wire, bl- 
motiUllo wire, double motal wire, double 
bronze wire, patent bronze wire, etc. 
These wires have a core of stool or alumin- 
ium bronze, with u high tensile strength, 
uud aro covered with copper or bronze of n 
high conductivity nnd oxperimontH with 
thesa wires having been mado with H view 
to comparing thorn with bronze wlro for 
telephonic purposes, tho results are claimed 
to show that thoy huvo important proper- 
ties available in that way. It is stated, for 
example, that a telephone lino with u bl- 
metulllo conductor will work niiiuh more 
perfectly tliun with a conductor of n single 
motal, such us copper—loss insulation, too, 
Is said to bo needed for stuiJi n conductor 
than for copper or any material, and hence 
such wires laid on tho earth without spe- 
cial insulation permit n telephonic connec- 
tion to n much greater distance. Tho final 
experiments in this lino, however, aro to 
tho olloct that the double metal wires aro 
really no more valuable than tho pure cop- 
per wlro, but that tho distance to which 
telephonic transmission by buro wires laid 
upon tho earth is possible depends mainly 
upon the sl/,o und weight of tho wlros, pre- 
suming all the conditions aro similar. 


Early Public LottorloH.

in order to bring water into London, and 
after tho civil war another lottery helped 
to replenish an exlmn.stml national ex- 
chequer 
Private lotteries soon bocamo 


very common, and being generally con- 
ductod on fraudulent principles an act of 
parliament was passed early In the rolgn 
of Qucun Anne suppressing thorn "ns pub- 
lic nuisances." In Hi'.H n loan of 4:1,000,- 
000 was raised by tlio salo of lottery tickets 
at £10 each, und in iTlo £1,r>00,000 was 
raised by £10 tickets, each ticket being en- 
titled to an annuity for '.U years, tho 
blanks 11 shillings per annum, the prl/.us 
varying from £0 to £1,000 per annum.— 
Chicago News.

Think of the tremendous 
amount of green [odder, magnificent 
fodder too, coming Into full play dur- 
ing hot August and September. Why, 
a field of rutabagas and turnips, there, 
for cattle food Is worth almost as much 
as the oats gathered therefrom!

other good plan Is to sow rutabaga 
seed, especially the variety known us 
Salzer's LaCrosse. Wis.. Mammoth Rus- 
blan variety, or his Milk Globe turnip 
sort, at the rate of one-half pound per 
acre, into the cornfield. Just before the 
last cultivation. This will give you 
two good cropz—-one of corn, the nher 
of roots from the same land! One ad- 
vantage of the rutabaga Is that it can 
be sown at any time of the summer for 
green food, while a sowing the latter 
part of July Is the best in northern 
states for big. sweet. Juicy roots for 
winter storage and use.

A tcHlcil recipe for 
whole 
wheat 


bread which wp are glad to noie is be- 
coimng a part of tho tiiot of cvory \vell- 
nmtrislipd family, consists of one pint 
of boiling water poured i:i!o a pint of 
milk. Cool the liquid and when luke- 
warm mill one cako of compressed yeast 
dissolved in half a. cupful of 
warm 


water. 
Add a tonspoonful of salt and 


enough whole wheat to make to hatter 
that \\ill drop easily from a 
spoon. 


Heat thoroughly five minuter, 
cover, 


and stand in a place that is moderately 
\\.irrn for three hours. 
l!noui;h whole 


wheat to make a dough should then he 
added gradually. When stiff, knead on 
your board u n t i l the mass is soft and 
elastic, hut not sticky. Make the dough 
into loaves, put in greased bread-pans, 
and R f t e r covering stand 
a.side 
one 


hour. The time for baking w i l l depend 
on the si/e of the loaves 
If 
long 


French loaves, bake t h i r t y minutes in 
a quick oven. 
If large square loaves, 


hake one hour at a modei.ite heat. 
When crusty bread is liked the dough 
may he made in slicks and baked in 
p.uis made for that special 
purpose. 


Another tested recipe that requires less 
handling and that Is used by 
Miss 


Johnson is made in the following way: 
Scald one cupful of milk, a,Id a tea- 
spoonful of butter, the same quantity 
of salt, a tablespoonful of sugar, and 
one Cupful of water. 
When lukewarm 


add one-half a yeast cake and enough 
wheat flour to make a 
t h i n 
batter. 


This should he done in the morning, as 
the broad rises quickly. After making 
a smooth hatter let It rise until very 
light. Add whole wheat gradually and 
beating continuously until as much has 
been added as you can stir conveni- 
ently. Tf tho flour is not added gradu- 
ally and well mixed th« bread wllj be 
coarse-grained. Turn into greased tins, 
and when light bake one hour on 1 
moderate oven.

presidential nominee. Both parties have 
observed this rule for many years, and 
it is not likely Unit it will bo broken 
now. 
Thus it is that tho vice presiden- 


tial boomers are dependent for the 
operation of their plans upon the result 
of the race for first place. This compli- 
cates matters to such an extent that the 
campaigns for second place are gener- 
ally begun late in the day. 


One of the first booms to bo let looso 


is that of Garret A. Hobart of Now 
Jersey. 
His friends are calculating on 


the nomination of McKinley, but if 
Morton or Reed should capture the place 
their plans would be shattered and a 
western in;ui would bo chosen. 


Mr. Holjart is a native of Now Jersey, 


having been born at Long Branch in 
1844. 
He took his degree at Rutgers 


college before, lie was 20 years old and 
almost immediately- after began tho 
study of law. 
Ho received his legal 


training in theofliceof one of tho ablest 
lawyers in tho state and entered upon 
what has grown to bo a must lucrative 
practice. 


As a, young lawyer he entered tho

TO ABDUCT LINCOLN. 


ft. Bold Plot of Wllkr. Booth'* That Mis- 


carried \ty Mere Accident. 


About the middle of March, 1805, word 


wan received from thoso nloug tho "under- 
ground route" that tho road* and the tlmo 
were propitious for undertaking tho ab- 
duct Ion and that tho horse* would bo held 
in rcadlnohS for tho relays. Accordingly, 
at Mr*. Siirratt'K .Booth assembled Ills as- 
sistants, John H. Suriatt, Payne, At/.o- 
rodt, Herold, O'Laughllii and Arnold, all 
mounted fur tho kidnaping. 


Between S and 3 o'clock in the aftor- 


noou they left the house mid made for tho 
Seventh street roud, where It was reported 
that tho president would pass that evening 
on his wuy to tho Seventh Street hospital. 


Mr. Lincoln would frequently ride out 


to tho .Soldiers' homo on the Seventh street 
road, ontiroly unguarded, or, if In a car- 
riage, with only a drivur, much against 
tho protestations of his friends, who woro 
fearful for II)H sufoty. 
The couch of tlio 


president was to bo seized In a secluded 
spot on tho roiid near tho city find Surratt 
was to jump on tho box (as ho was more 
familiar with the roads) and to jnako for 
"T. XI.," a collection of two or three 
houses and stores ou tho "underground 
route," about 22 miles southeast of Wash- 
ington, and thenco to the Potomac. The 
carriage was to be abandoned as soon as 
tho city limits were passed. Relays of fast 
hordes were In readiness, and the boat at 
Port Tobacco was prepared to cross the 
rlvor. 


As the distance from Washington to 


Port Tobacco creek was about 40 miles, 
tho intention was to make tho entire trip 
the first night and, crossing the river, to 
be within tho lines of the Confederacy at 
the expiration of 24 hours. 


Tho plan was not so ridiculously absurd 


as »t first, glance it appears. 
It was not a 


difficult matter at thut time to pass the 
pickets stationed at the navy yard bridge, 
and once In tho country, where friends 
were willing, fresh horses ready and Fed- 
eral soldiers few, the chanoos of reaching 
the Potomac In safety were not unfavor- 
able. 


Tho plot failed because Mr. Lincoln did 


not go out on the Seventh street road on 
the afternoon expected, Secretary Chase 
going in his stead. 
Booth and his com- 


panions returnnd to Mrs. Surratt's disap- 
pointed and enraged. Huch a favorable op- 
portunity would not likely occur again and 
the conspirators disbanded. Surratt went 
to Richmond, Arnold secured a position 
at Old Point (near Vort Monroe) and 
O'Laughlln returned to Baltimore, but 
Payno, Herald and Atzcrodt still hovered 
about their lender awaiting further devel- 
opments, living at Washington nt his ex- 
pense.—"Four Lincoln Conspiracies," by 
Victor Louis Mason, in The Century.

The finest transparent African Ivory ts 
collected alunft the west coast between lat- 
itudes 10 dtigrijes north and 10 degroos 
south, nnd this is believed to deteriorate in 
quality and to be more liable to damage- 
with increase of latitude In cither direc- 
tion. 
The whitest ivory comes from tho 


east const. 
It is considered to bo In tho 


best condition when recently cut. 
It has 


then n mellow, warm, transparent tint, as 
if soaked in oil. nnd very little appearance 
of grain or texture. 


Indian ivory bus an opaque, dead white 


color and a tendency to become discolored. 
Of the Asian varieties, Slam is considered 
to bo tho finest, being much superior in 
appearance nnd density. The ivory of the 
mammoth tusks is not very much os- 
tocmod, particularly in England. It is 
considered too dry mid brittle for elaborate 
work, besides which it is very liable to 
turn yellow 
As a matter of fact, tho 


largest tusks very rarely leave Asiatic 
Russia, being too rotten for industrial 
purposes.—Chambers' Journal.
